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There were twelve sons for Yaqoub*’, the most beloved of them to him’*“” being Yusuf** 
and Benyamin*’, and for Ali**“S were seventeen sons, the most beloved of them to him?*“s 
being Al-Hassan*™s and Al-Husayn*“s; and the youngest of his®* children was Lawy, because 
he*> took with the posterity of Ays, so the Prophet-hood came to be for him®> and for hiss 
children. During the absence, Yusuf®* was thrown into the well, for him’, and Al-Husayn#“s 
was slaughtered, for Ali. 
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And Yaqoub** was Tried with the separation of Yusuf?*, and Ali?*“S was Tried with the 
slaughter of Al-Husayn*“S. Yusuf®> was not raised from Yaqoub** and even though he®> was 


distanced from him*, and the caliphate was not raised away from Ali*“5 and even though it 
was distanced from him for days. 
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There was a house of sorrows for Yaqoub®*’, and for the Progeny“ of the Prophet’? is 
Karbala. And Yaqoub* was returned the sight by the shirt of his** son*’, and there was a shirt 
for Ali**“S from the weaving of (Syeda) Fatima**”S, he*s“S saved himself” by it during the 
wars. 
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And wolf spoke to Yaqoub*, ‘The flesh of Prophets* is Prohibited unto us’, and a snake 
spoke to Ali**“* upon the pulpit, and a wolf spoke to him*’, and a lion as well. 
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Yaqoub** was named as such because he* took with the posterity of his** brother Ays, and 


Ali**“S was named as such because he is exalted in his**“* affiliations, and his**“S lineage, 
and knowledge, and his®*“S ascetic, and other than that. 
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And for Yaqoub*s there were twelve sons, from them were obedience and from them were 
disobedient. And for Ali#*“* there were twelve sons*S, all of them? infallible, Purified. 
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And his**“5 equalness with Yusuf* in things, Yusuf** said: Lord! You have Given me from the 
kingdom [12:101], and He?™ Said regarding Ali**“°: And when you view, then you will see 
Blessings and a great Kingdom [76:20]. 
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And when the brothers (of Yusuf*’) were the Bounties and the perfection of the compassion 
(from the fathers), then envied him*™, like that is the state of Ali**“°: Or are they envying 
the people upon what Allah has Given them from His Grace? [4:54], so He?™ Increased 
them both with exaltedness and nobility: And do not be coveting what Allah have Graced 
with some of you above the others. [4:32]. 
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And the brothers of Yusuf** said in the apparent: and we are his well-wishers? [12:11] and 
we would be his protectors’ [12:12], and they were being inimical to him** in the hidden. 
Allah? the Exalted Said: You are stealing!’ [12:70] or else we would be from the unjust 


ones’ [12:79]. And like that is the state of Ali**“*. They advised him*“s in the apparent and 
abhorred him**“S in the hidden. 
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And He?“ Said to Yusuf?*: O truthful one! [12:46], and Ali**“S said: ‘I?“S am the greatest 
truthful. 
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Brothers of Yusuf** were harmonious with him®* with the tongue and opposed him** with the 

hearts: Send him with us tomorrow. [12:12], and like that is the state of the hypocrites with 
Ali®s“S: So, if perhaps you were to be rulers, [47:22]. 
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And they said in the presence of his*> father**: and we would be his protectors’ [12:12], and 


they wasted him*s, and the hypocrites said, ‘Ali#*“° is our Master’, and they oppressed 
him?”s after hiss*“” expiry: Or, do those who commit the evil deeds reckon [45:21]. 
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Yaqoub*®* submitted Yusuf*> to them with the trust: ‘It grieves me that if you would go with 


him [12:13]; and Al-Mustafas*™ said: ‘IS*”” am leaving behind among you all, the two 
weighty things’ — the Hadeeth. 
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And Yaqoub?* said: ‘O my sorrow upon Yusuf!’ [12:84], and Al MustafaS*“” said: ‘No 
Prophets? has been hurt like what IS?” have been hurt’. And Allah?™ the Exalted Said: 
And when he reached his maturity, We Gave him Wisdom and Knowledge; [12:22], and 
Ali**“S was Given wisdom during his**“* young age with things like what has preceded. 
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Yusuf* fed the people of Egypt, and Ali**“* fed the Angels: And they fed the food [76:8]. The 
hungry used to be satiated by meeting Yusuf**, and the Momin attains salvation from the 
Fire by meeting Ali#*“S: Both (of you), throw into Hell [50:24]. 
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Yusuf*> praised himself. He*> said: | am a knowledgeable protector [12:55], and his* 
words: Are you not seeing that | fulfil the measure and | am the best of the hosts? [12:59], 
and Ali‘“S has been Praised: And they fed the food to a poor, [76:8] They are fulfilling the 
vows [76:7]. 
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Yaqoub* sensed the aroma of the shirt of Yusuf*> from a travel distance of a month, and the 


Shias of Ali**“* will sense the aroma of Paradise from above the seven skies: So if he is from 
the ones of proximity [56:88]. 
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And four claims were made regarding Yusuf**. Yaqoub* said: He said: ‘O my son! Do not 
narrate your dream to your brothers, [12:5], and the mighty one (king) said, ‘perhaps he 
would benefit us or we may take him as a son’. [12:21], and his** brothers stole him®*: And 
they sold him cheaply [12:20], and Zuleykha seized him** desirously: Her love being 
passionate. [12:30], and Allah? the Exalted Said regarding Ali?”°: Surely he is only a 
servant We Favoured upon [43:59] and Al-Mustafas*™ said regarding Ali**”: ‘Ali®s“° is 
my*“” brother*”*’, 
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And a group denied him**: They are intending to extinguish the Noor of Allah [61:8], and 


the Shias believe in his**“S Imamate: From the Momineen there are men who ratified 
[33:23]. 
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And Yusuf** was named as a son, and a brother, and a slave, and a desired one. Like that, the 
exaggerators claimed, ‘He2S is Allah?!’ And the Kharijites said, ‘He?’ is a Kafir!’ And the 
Murjiites said, ‘Hes is the delayer!’ And the Shias said, ‘He*™ is infallible, Purified!’

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And like that they looked at Ali**“S with eight considerations — The Kafirs (looked) with the 
enmity so the Fire is their abode: That is a disgrace for them [5:33]; and the hypocrites 
(looked) with the envy, so they incurred losses: Say: ‘Shall We Inform you of the greatest 
losers in deeds [18:103]; and Al-Mustafas*™” (looked) with the successorship, and the 
match, so he**“5 became his**”“ son-in-law, and commander of hisS*“” army: And He it is 
Who Created a person from the water, [25:54]; 
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And Salman", and Abu Zarr™, and Al-Miqdad™ (looked) with the compassion, so they” 
because the special companions; and the Shias rejoiced: And the foremost are the foremost 
[56:10]; and the Nasibis (Hostile ones) (looked) with the belittling, so they strayed: When 
those who were followed shall disavow from those who followed (them), [2:166]; and the 
exaggerators (looked) with the impossibilities, so they became from the lost ones: And the 
one who seeks other than Islam as a Religion, [3:85]; 
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And the atheists (looked) with the lies, so they became innovators: Surely, those distorting 


Our Verses [41:40]; and the Shias (looked) with the religion, so they became ones of 
proximity: ‘Wait for us to acquire from your light’. [57:13]’ .1°°

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And Allah? Send down the Manna and Quails upon Musa?s, and the Prophet’*™ gave 
Ali*s“S from the fruits of Paradise, and its pomegranates, and its grapes, and other than that. 
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Musa?s and Haroun*: disputed with Pharaoh” regarding the abundance of his" cavalry. Al- 
Tabari said, ‘Al-Zahly and Al-Bowqy (townships) were four thousand men, and they were 
victorious with them; and Muhammad*“™ and Ali#** disputed the Jews, and the Christians, 
and the Magians, and the Polytheists, and the Atheists, and were victorious upon them: He 
is the One Who Assisted you with His Help and with the Momineen [8:62]. 
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And Musa®: and Haroun*s disputed against Pharaoh and Haman” and Qaroun” and their? 
armies; and Muhammad**™™ and Ali**“S disputed a number like the bees, and the grains of 
sand, from the former ones and the latter ones. 
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And Allah? Drowned their?® enemies into the sea: And We Saved Musa and all those who 
were with him [26:65] Then We Drowned the others [26:66], and Allah?™ will be Throwing 
enemies of Muhammads*“™ and Ali*“S into Hell: Both (of you), throw into Hell every 
stubborn Kafir! [50:24], and Allah?™ will Rescue them#*“’ and ones loving them’: Then 
We will Rescue those who are pious [19:72]. 
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Enemies of Musa** contracted leprosy, and the ones inimical to Ali?*“* contracted leprosy.

How would it be with you when you are paused at the 
pulpit of Sana’a and you are ordered with reviling me*“S and the disavowing from me“5?” 
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He (the narrator) said, ‘I said, ‘| seek Refuge with Allah?™ from that’. He2s”S said: ‘By 
Allah?! It will be happening. So, when that does happen, then revile me**“° but do not 
disavow from mes, for the one who disavow from me?“ in the world, |*5“5 shall disavow 
from him in the Hereafter’. 
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Tawoos said, ‘Al-Hajjaj seized him upon reviling Ali?*“*. He ascended the pulpit and said, ‘O 
you people! This commander of yours has ordered me to curse Ali**’. Indeed! So, curse 
him, may Allah?™ Curse him’’.’23 
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‘He was with us at Al-Sharaat, telling stories. Whenever he was free from his storytelling, he 
would mention Ali#*“S and insult him#*“S. While he was like that when he neglected 
(insulting) for a day and from the morning. They said, ‘He has forgotten’. When it was the 
third day, he neglected it as well. They said to him and asked him. 
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He said, ‘No, by Allah?! | will not mention him?™s with an insult, ever! While | was asleep, 
and the people had gathered, the Prophet**”” came to me (in the dream), and he said to a 
man: ‘Quench him until he returns to the Prophets”. He said to him, ‘Quench him’. He 
repelled me. | complained of that to the Prophet**™™. | said, ‘O Rasool-Allah**™”! Order him 
to quench me’.

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‘| was seated among a number and Muhammad Bin Safwan passed by with Ubeydullah Bin 
Ziyad.

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Ibn Al Musayyib — Marwan ascended the pulpit and mentioned Ali*** and insulted him?*™*. 


Saeed said, ‘My eyes slept, and | saw in my dream a hand coming out from the grave of 
Rasool-Allah**™™ like a (sign of) sixty-three-year-old, and | heard a speaker saying, ‘O 
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Umayyid! O wretch! Are you disbelieving the One®” Who Created you from dust, then 
Completed you as a man?’ He said, ‘Three days did not pass with Marwan until he died”’.’2” 
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‘There used to be a preacher during the caliphate of Hisham cursing Ali#*“° upon the pulpit. 
A hand emerged from the grave of Rasool-AllahS?”, the palm was seen, and the arm was 
not seen, (sign) of a sixty-three year old, and there was speech from the grave of the 
Prophet: ‘Woe be unto you, O Umayyid! ‘Are you committing Kufr with the One Who 
Created you from dust, then from a seed, then Completed you as a man? [18:37], and 
threw what was in it, and there was blue smoke. 
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He (the narrator) said, ‘He had not descended from his pulpit except and he was almost 
blind. And three days did not pass for him until he died”’.’7°

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While | was asleep and the thirst had afflicted me, there | was with Rasool-AllahS*™” and 
Ali*s“S, and Al-Hassan**“S and Al-Husayn*™s (in the dream). | said to Al-Hassan**“° and Al- 
Husayn*“s, ‘Quench me’. But they?“ did not speak to me. | went near Ali#*“S and said, ‘O 
Abu Al-Hassan*“S! Quench me’. But he*™s did not quench me and did not speak to me.
